The judicial branch, which stands upon its dignity, 
must forgiv e the undignified general public for seeing 
the humorous side of the portal-to-portal business. 
Bed rai Judge Frank A 
Picards ruling that the 
portal-to-portal time of Ml Clemens Pottery work ers 
is too trifling for damages occurs at the climax of lit­ 
igation now estimated to Inv olv e $4,800.000,000. cer­ 
tainly the most tremendous trifle in history 
Judge Picard’s original decision in the case was 
contrary to the adv ice of the "m aster” who had been 
brought 
into It to giv e adv ice. T h° court ov erruled the 
m aster and awarded the employes nominal damages 
for ov ertime, and in so doing held they were entitled 
to nothing lor portal-to-portal time His finding was 
rejected by the U S. Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
found 
110 proper claim ev t n for ov ertime. 
The Supreme Court of the United States upheld 
this finding, but got excited about the portal-to-portal 
angle and sent the case back to Judge Picard for fu r­ 
ther determination At this Juncture, labor union law­ 
yers swarmed into the picture with claims for an esti­ 
mated $4,800,000,000 worth of claims for portal-to-por- 
tal time Whereupon Judge Picard, who certainly was 
not unaware of the consternation caused in gov ern­ 
ment, which was going to hav e to refund tux money 
for settlement of the claims, rediscov ered what he had 
discov ered in the first place 
that the angle of the Mt 
Clemens case which the Supreme Court had seized 
upon was too trifling to monk ey with. 
The judicial branch of the gov ernment may hav e 
loet more dignity in this whole business than can bo

T he phrase Is "Republican position oti labor.” or 
other combinations of words to conv ey the same idea 
There is no Republican position on labor 'The fact was 
Illustrated in hearings before the Senate labor com­ 
m ittee when Senator Taft. Ball and Republican pres­ 
idential candidate Staasen managed to disagree cate­ 
gorically about a num ber of things 
Republicans are no nearer accord on the subject of 
unions and abuses of collectiv e bargaining power than 
Democrats, who hav e been at one another’s throats 
ov er the issue for years. 
There is no official party 
v iewpoint in either organization, other than the sta te ­ 
m ents of general principles contained In 
the party 
platform s, and these statem ents do not cov er the spe­ 
cific Issues that are being discussed now. 
There is tills difference, howev er, in the position 
of the parties; tha t the Democratic party was assigned 
a certain position by executiv e decree, m eaning the 
decree of the New Deal. This position was gl\en legal 
substance by interpretations of public law and by the 
findings of courts responsiv e to the New Deal doctrine 
that the C. I. O m ust be strengthened at any cost, re­ 
gardless of all other lights. Thus, the party was giv en 
the appearance of a position which by no means re­ 
flected the opinion of its leadership or its rank and 
file. 
This lias not happened to the Republican party. No 
single member of Congress can giv e the party a posi­ 
tion on the issue of labor law rev ision W hatev er comes 
out of the party councils will be a composite point of 
v iew.

Locomotive With 
24 Wheels Hailed

NEW YORK—A new Diesel-elec­ 
tric locomotive with 24 wheels was 
described to the American Insti­ 
tute of Electrical Engineers t<xia.\ 
by D. R. Staples of the Baldwin 
locomotive works and T L. Wey- 
brew and C E. Atwell of the W est- 
mghouse Electric Co 
The locomotive is 3000 horsepower.

DETROIT, Feb.

attention right now to every Item ;

It is a normal practice In the in- i 
d istry to thoroughly scrutinize the 
cost of everything from cotter pins 
to transmissions, but with a lot of 
un certainties ahead in the m atter 
of wages, the m anufacturers are I 
srreening ail exp< nse factors m orel 
finely than ever. 
Not many m onths ago the heads of . 
the purchasin ? divisions were ready j 
to pay alm a t any price for certain j 
critical items; there still are criti­ 
cal item: 
critical at least in the 
drive for a 500,000 ear and truck 
output monthly—but the procure­ 
m ent chief ; are 
reported 
to 
be 
challenging the price of everything 
going into current models. 
Moreover, the heads of several 
ear companies hove been in con­ 
ference recently with top executives 
of a number of their major sup­ 
pliers seeking downward price ad­ 
justments. 
Demand Questionable 
But the .-appliers, too, ore con­ 
cerned about wage increases they 
n ay have to make within the next 
few v. e' ks arui price reductions do 
not appeal to them a t the moment. 
All this activity, of course, means 
th at despite the currently reported 
huge 
backlog of 
unfilled orders, 
the Industry has berun to worry 
about how long demand will hold 
up. It repeatedly has been said in 
automotive trade quarters that un­ 
filled orders on hand amount to 
about 5.000,000 and th at the de­ 
mand exceeds the industry’s pro­ 
duction capacity for the year a- 
head. 
If high prices continue to slow 
down demand and a sustained \n-v- 
iod of high volume production is 
attained, the merchandising divi­ 
sion may have to begin ‘selling'' 
automobiles-irustead of merely de­ 
livering them a lot. sooner than was 
indicated a few m onths ago.
